Die Zambezi bridge, or the Victoria 
falls bridge, as it. is variously culled, is 
a record bridge in many respects, says 
J. Hartley Knight in the Engineering 
Magazine for October. It is the highest 
—420 feet in the world, aud it was 
built in the shortest time recorded for 
such a work viz, nineteen weeks. Sir 
Charles Metcalfe also claimed that no 
other bridge of its size and capacity 
had ever been built so cheaply. 
The total length of the bridge is 050 
feet, of winch the central span ac­ 
counts for 500 feet between the pin 
centers on the two hanks, the balance 
being made up of the two short spans. 
Tie* great center span rises in a grace­ 
ful parabolic arch to the center, the 
spring of which starts from the bases 
of tin* main booms. Tho vertical rise to 
the crown is '.in feet. The main span is 
made of twenty hays each 25 feet long, 
und lateral stability was secured by a 
wide spread at the feet of the bridge. 
At th** rail level the distance between 
girder centers is 27 feet. 0 inches, 
whereas at the bases th** width be­ 
tween pin centers is HO feet. 
Tin* roadway projects beyond the 
side girders so as to allow a clear 30 
feet between parapets. The bridge is 
of steel, and as it is coated with gray 
paint it is rendered as invisible as pos­ 
sible against til** cloud of spray “the 
smoke that sounds,” as th** natives call 
it -that rises from th** falls, and the un­ 
due obtrusion on th** landscape which 
so many feared has thus been obviated.

having ruber tires.
